Cops, Crown toil 
at cutting crimes 
involving knives 

O Homicide rate down from 2011, but ‘a stabbing a night’ still 
concerning: Police O Cops aim to make knife charges stick

Despite a dip in homicides to a 
tenth of the rate by this time last 
year, the city’s top cop said too 
many near-fatal stabbings is still 
cause for concern. 

At a rate of “a stabbing a night,” 
Edmonton police chief Rod 
Knecht said the city could have 
faced more than its single mur¬ 
der so far in 2012, or exceeded 
last year’s record 47 homicides. 

“The issue really is if that stab¬ 
bing is a little to the left or a lit¬ 
tle to the right and hits a carotid 
arteiy, that can immediately turn 
into a homicide,” said Knecht, 
crediting EMS crews for their 
expedient and life-saving efforts. 

As part of Knecht’s violence- 
reduction strategy, officers were 
trained last September by Alber- 


Edging out offences

with cases involving edged 
weapons, using existing laws. 


From September to December 
last year, the city saw a 32 per cent 
increase in edged-weapons 
charges over the same period in 
2010. 

The longest murder-free 
stretch in 2011 was mid-October 
to late November. 

Two Crown prosecutors are 
helping EPS sharpen their skills 
in weapons arrests to help make 
charges stick, said Knecht. 

“We are going to continue to 
focus on edged weapons because 
edged weapons are harming peo¬ 
ple, they’re killing people or have 
killed people, and they’re being 
used for intimidation in the com¬ 
munity — so there’s no rationale 
to have a 12-inch boot knife at a 
night club at 11 p.m. or 3 o’clock 
in the morning,” he said. 

Areas targeted in the crack¬ 
down include parks, bars and 
shopping malls, noted Knecht.

Robocalls 
faked in 
34 ridings: 
Opposition

The robocall controversy 
appears to be broadening, 
with opposition parties 
claiming the number of 
ridings affected by voter- 
suppression calls in the 
last federal election is 
greater than first 
thought. 

New Democrat MP Pat 
Martin says he is aware of 
at least 34 ridings that re¬ 
ceived automated phone 
calls, although his party 
lists only 29. 

Meanwhile, Liberal 
Leader Bob Rae said his 
party is aware of 27 rid¬ 
ings, but he expects the 
number to rise by Mon¬ 
day, when the House of 
Commons resumes. 

The opposition are ac¬ 
cusing the Harper Conser¬ 
vatives of orchestrating a 
campaign of dirty tricks 


in the May 2 election, but 
the Conservatives have 
denied the charges. 

Elections Canada and

Terrified passengers were 
sent flying through the air 
along with their luggage 
when a Toronto-bound 
train derailed in Burling¬ 
ton, Ont., Sunday, killing 
three engineers and injur¬ 
ing 32 passengers — three 
of them seriously. 

A slight “bump” fol¬ 
lowed by utter chaos was 
how one passenger de¬ 
scribed the harrowing 
crash of train No. 92. 

The time between the 
train leaving the tracks 
and it slamming to the 
ground was only about 10 
seconds, but it felt like 
“forever,” said Deanna Vil- 
lella of Welland, Ont. 

“The train just flipped 
on its side and it just kept 
going. 1 didn’t know what 
was happening,” Villella 
said. 

“Everybody’s stuff was 
flying by and people were 
flying by.

screaming.” 

The six-car train, which 
had originated in Niagara 
Falls, Ont., derailed at 3:30 
p.m. in Burlington — 
about 100 metres from 
where a freight train de¬ 


railed some four years ago. 

Area residents de¬ 
scribed a chaotic scene of 
emergency vehicles, sirens 
blaring and helicopters 
buzzing overhead one of

The locomotive and one 
passenger car flipped onto 
their sides and crashed in¬ 
to a small trackside build¬ 
ing.

BP oil-spill trial

A federal trial over the 
worst offshore oil disaster 
in U.S. histoiy has been de¬ 
layed for a week to allow 
more time for settlement 
talks, according to two peo¬ 
ple close to the case. 

The two people told The 
Associated Press the deci¬ 
sion was made Sunday dur¬ 
ing a conference call 
between parties in the case 
and U.S. District Judge Carl 
Barbier. They spoke on con¬ 
dition of anon 5 miity be¬ 
cause a formal ruling had 
not yet been issued. 

Among other things, the 
trial that had been set to be¬ 
gin Monday is meant to de¬ 
termine the penalties that

Billions of 
dollars are at stake. 

BP PLC confirmed that 
the trial had been delayed 
until March 5. It said the oil 
giant and the Plaintiffs’

The 
next phase would involve 
building space-bound 
rovers. “We’re making, 1 
think, a contribution to 
what Canada’s future space 
program might look like,”

As you probably know, the 
city chose not to listen to the 
concerns of those who live 
in the area and decided to 
run a low floor LRT through 
the heart of Chinatown. If 
you have ever visited the area, you know 
why residents were concerned. There 
will be tracks between 95th Street and 
96th Street. This block has a Chinese 
seniors’ home and the LRT line is seen as 
a threat to the safety of those seniors. 
Those who spoke for the community 
advocated for at least part of the line to be moved to 
102A Avenue. The city’s argument was that doing so 
would delay the LRT expansion by one year and would 
cost a lot of money. 

The city’s position sounds quite reasonable. It 
would be expensive to make the change and the bene¬ 
fit to the many outweighs 
the inconvenience of the 
few. I would actually 
accept that position if it 
was in keeping with a con¬ 
sistent approach on the 
part of the city. But it 
isn’t. If you take the LRT 
across the river to the 
south side, you can experi¬ 
ence first hand how hypo¬ 
critical the city’s position 
actually is. 

The LRT bridge across 
the river was a very 
expensive undertaking. So 
too was tunneling into the 
riverbank. So why did the 
city build the bridge and 
bore the tunnel? Was it 
because they couldn’t go 
above ground? The answer 
is no. It went below 
ground because the 
University of Alberta did 
not want an above ground 
line on its property, which is what the city was propos¬ 
ing. 

Apparently the university has a whole lot more clout 
than those who live in one of the less affluent sections 
of our city. The net financial effect of kowtowing to the 
university was so great it stalled construction of the 
line further south for several years. 

So why do I think the city stuck to its guns? Because 
it could, that’s why. The whole public consultation was 
little more than smoke and mirrors. The city knew 
where it wanted the line to go and a bunch of Chinese 
and poor people weren’t about to stop it from doing so. 
I suggest the city chip in for a headstone for the first 
senior to be killed on the LRT tracks. It should have an 
inscription that says, “The good of the many outweighs 
the death of an old Chinese.”

In the major categories, the 
Academy Awards belonged 
to The Artist, pulling in five 
wins, including best actor, 
best director and best pic¬ 
ture, but it wasn’t a spotless 
victoiy for the silent film. 
While many had expected 
The Artist to sweep this 
year’s Oscars, those hopes 
were dashed early on as an¬ 
other love letter to film his- 
toiy, Martin Scorsese’s 
Hugo, also brought in five 
trophies, including Oscars 
for visual effects, art direc¬ 
tion and cinematography. 
The lack of an Artist sweep 
was an invigorating boost 
after a lacklustre start by 
host Billy Ciystal. 

Some odds-on favourites 
to win took home statues, 
including Iran’s A Separa¬ 
tion for best foreign-lan¬ 


guage film, Octavia Spencer 
for best supporting actress 
for her role in the Help and 
Christopher Plummer for 
best supporting actor in Be¬ 
ginners, but the early part 
of the evening offered plen¬ 
ty of surprises, including a 
best editing win for The Girl 
with the Dragon Tattoo. In 
the heated best-actress race 
between Meiyl Streep for 
The Iron Lady and Viola 
Davis for The Help, Streep’s 
portrayal of Margaret 
Thatcher won the day. 

“When they called my 
name, I had this feeling I 
could hear half of America 
going, ‘Oh no,”’ Streep 
joked. 

Crystal started with his 
traditional montage, digi¬ 
tally inserting himself into 
nominated films. He fol¬ 
lowed that up with a song- 
and-dance number 

summarizing the best-pic¬ 
ture nominees that felt in 
many ways out of touch. 



Plummer becomes 
oldest Oscar winner 


At the age of 82, stage 
and screen legend 
Christopher Plummer fi¬ 
nally has an Academy 
Award. Plummer won 
the best-supporting- 
actor prize Sunday for 
his turn as a widower 
who embraces his homo¬ 
sexuality in Beginners. 

The prize makes the 
actor the oldest Oscar 
winner, a distinction pre¬ 
viously held by Jessica 
Tandy for 1989’s Driving 
Miss Daisy. 

The Toronto-born ac¬ 
tor took issue with that 
distinction backstage. “I 
don’t buy that for a sec¬ 


ond,” Plummer said. 

“Wasn’t Charlie 
Chaplin older than me 
when he got his hon¬ 
orary Oscar? An hon- 
oraiy Oscar is still an 
Oscar, after all.” 

Plummer has already 
won a Golden Globe, a 
Screen Actors Guild 
Award, a British Acade¬ 
my Film Award and a 
Spirit Award for Begin¬ 
ners. 

His only other Oscar 
nomination came two 
years ago for the Tolstoy 
tale The Last Station.

Green from the ground up 

O Students working to build complete greenhouse from scratch O Trying to achieve Canada’s greenest home

Many Canadians under¬ 
take renovation projects to 
make their houses greener 
and cleaner. But what 
would be possible if you 
built an entire eco-ffiendly 
home — from scratch? 

Twenty students from 
the Endeavour Centre in 
Peterborough, Ontario, 
will find out this summer, 
when they set out to build 
Canada’s greenest home. 

“We’re a not-for-profit 
sustainable building 

school,” says executive di¬ 
rector Chris Magwood. 

“We’re aiming for this 
to be a net-energy-zero 
home. It will create as 
much energy as it con¬ 
sumes over the course of a 
year. The homeowner will 
actually earn money on 
the power.” 

Solar panels on the roof 
are just the beginning. 

The 2,000-square-foot 
house will be build entire¬ 


ly from locally sourced ma¬ 
terials. 

It will also be built on 
an existing lot, so as not to 
add to urban sprawl. 

“Basically, the way peo¬ 
ple talk about the hun¬ 
dred-mile diet, we really 
approach home-building 
that way, too,” Magwood 
explains. 


“To the greatest extent 
possible, all the materials 
and people who prepare 
them will come from the 
immediate region.” 

Local sawmills will pro¬ 
duce all the lumber. 

And materials won’t be 
treated with toxins or oth¬ 
er questionable chemicals. 

The house will also be

the annual net energy 
use possible in a prop¬ 
erly constructed, eco- 
friendly house - with 
a solar-panel electrical 
system connected di¬ 
rectly to the local pow¬ 
er grid. 


built to process rainwater, 
and recycle household 
grey water. 

“The quality of the wa¬ 
ter, the air, the light in the 
home is really important 
to us.” 

When completed, the 
house will immediately go 
on the market. 

Construction costs will 
be a little higher than a 
regular two-storey home, 
but future savings in ener¬ 
gy and water costs will of¬ 
fer real savings to the 
eventual owner. 

Magwood is confident 
houses like this will be¬ 


come a lot more common 
in the not-to-distant fu¬ 
ture. 

“1 first started doing this 
15 years ago, when these 
kinds of ideas were so far 
out on the fringe that it 
was hard to even have a 
conversation with normal 
people or with builders 
about it,” he says. 

“And now, the whole in¬ 
dustry feels like it’s racing 
to catch up in that direc¬ 
tion.” 


The students who build 
the house will come from 
all kinds of backgrounds.

He calls it Capitalism 
24902, a model that looks 
beyond profits, but looks 
at how businesses should 
shape themselves to bene¬ 
fit the globe. 

“Its not OK that nearly 
half the world’s popula¬ 
tion lives on less than $2 a 
day” says Branson. 


In Branson’s opinion, 
change needs to come 
from the ordinary person. 

“I’m talking about the 
power of the ordinary 
everyday person to be¬ 
come entrepreneurs and 
change makers.” 

He alludes to the shift 
in communications access 
and transparency, in a day 
and age where anyone 
can share their opinion 
publicly and be heard.
